ister at sea last Aug. 14. 
The signatory nations made thejjr 
declaration, ‘conv inced that com­ 
plete v ictory ov er their enemies 
is essential to defend life, liberty, 
independence and religious free­ 
dom, and to preserv e h u m a n 
rights and in justice in their own 
lands as well as in other lands, 
and that they are now engaged 
in a common struggle against sav ­ 
age and brutal forces seeking to 
subjugate the world.” 
Thus t h e democratic a l l i e s 
agreed in principle on a last* 
stand fight against the axis, back­ 
ing their pledges with the full 
power of their armies, nav ies and 
economic resources. 
The agreement was completed 
yesterday shortly after Churchill 
had returned from a quick trip 
to Canada.

Farmers can avoid the income 
tax “blues” by having complete 
records on their income, expenses 
and depreciation on buildings and 
equipment at their elbows when 
they make out their tax returns, 
according to the Agricultural Ex­ 
tension service. 
"The amount each farmer must 
pay depends upon his net income, 
but his gross income determines 
whether or not he must file a 
return,”

stated. “W ith his personal return 
the 
farmer 
may file

farm 
schedule on 
which he shows his 
income from sale of farm pro­ 
ducts, deducts his expenses, and 
thus computes the next income 
on which he must pay a tax. 
“To prepare his farm schedule,

needs a record of 
farm income and expenses 
as 
separate from his personal affairs, 
and also a list of depreciation on 
buildings and equipment.

Salt and pepper 
Hav e square-cut lamb shoulder 
boned and sewed on three sides, 
leav ing one side open for inserting 
the stuffing . 
Combine 
b r e a d 
crumbs, melted b u t t e r , finely 
minced onion, tomato pulp, salt 
and pepper. Fill the cav ity in lamb 
shoulder and sew or skewer the 
edg es tog ether. Place on a rack 
in an open roasting pan. 
Do not 
add water and do not cov er. Put 
in a slow ov en (300° F.) and roast 
until done. 
Allow thirty -fiv e or 
forty minutes per pound for roast- 
ting .

Price Administrator Leon Hen­ 
derson said he hoped future quotas 
could be increased but explained 
that any change would depend 
<>n the military situation and fu­ 
ture demands of the Allied armed 
forces. 
Maximum sales of 114,191 tires 
for passenger ears, 
motorcycles j 
and light trucks and 242,783" for 
heavier trucks and buses are ppr- 
mitted under the January quota 
The tires are to be allotted by, 
local rationing boards to persons! 
able to prove eligibility under!

OPA 
requirements, 
and| 
boards are prohibited from ration­ 
ing more than 25 per cent of th e : 
month’s total each week. 
The OPA set aside two per cent 
of the total available supply of 
new tires to make whatever ad­ 
justments may be necessary in the 
state quotas.

HOPE DEFERRED 
Hope deferred maketh the heart sick. 
So runs the old prov erb, and if it be .true, 
there must be a lot of people in Germany who 
aren't greeting the new' year too cheerily. 
A year ago. in a new' year message, H itler 
said; 
“Sold'ers. the year 1941 will bring consum­ 
mation of the greatest v ictory of our history'.” 
So the year 1941 came and went, and as it 
closed the great German army was in disastrous 
withdrawal on the Russian front, while his expe­ 
ditionary force in North Africa w’as nearing com 
plete annihilation. Hav ing added Japan as an 
ally, he has added the United States and an 
enemy. 
Complete v ictory, which seemed almost within 
Hitler's grasp in mid-19 40, and again in mid- 
1941, has now receded farther than ev er, and 
dances like an illusiv e will-o’-the-wisp before the 
tortured eyes of the German people. 


HITCH UP BOTH BELTS 
In these days, with the public gaze fastened 
on w ar outside our continental borders, it may 
soem prosaic and uninteresting to talk of taxa­ 
tion. debt, and gov ernment fiscal policy. But the 
hard fact is that we must talk and act on those 
m atters if our kind of gov ernment, our kind of 
life, is to surv iv e. Fiscal recklessness has been 
the ruin of many a gov ernment of the past. 
A new tax bill is now' being planned. And, 
after all possible sources of new tax rev enue hav e 
been tapped to the limit, many believ e that a 
system of forced sav ings will be the next inev ita­ 
ble step. 
As the people tighten their belts, so must gov ­ 
ernm ent tighten its belt. According to authorities, 
the non-defense cost 
of gov ernment could be 
cut about two billion dollars a year without 
eliminating any essenjial function. To sav e that 
much money is v ital to the morale of the public. 
It would dem onstrate 
that 
their gov ernment 
realized the grav ity of the situation and was 
doing what it asks them to do. 
We must condition ourselv es to the times we 
liv e in. Those who hav e been liv ing off gov ern­ 
ment "depression spending” must learn that it 
cannot go on. The communities which hav e had 
j 
a habit of asking for and receiv ing help from the ! 
Federal treasury whenev er they w'anted it, must i 
learn that they must again stand on their own 
feet. 
W ar has two phases—a strong military power 
at the front, and a sound economic system at 
home. We hav e the military' power and it 
is 
growing in strength 
fast. Now* we must giv e 
attention to building up our financial bulwarks. 
This belt tightening must go on in Washington 
as well as in the av erage American home, ev en 
at the expense of many pet political projects.

As we are engaged in war, there are many 
opinions on what constitutes patriotism. Many 
people who will not answer questions or will not 
set down any impersonal rules by which they will 
agree to liv e by, will be inclined to set up a 
standard of patriotism that means endorsing any 
act that the gov ernment officials take. Any criti­ 
cism of the Administration will be regarded as 
unpatriotic. 
It will be a bad thing for the American peo­ 
ple if these people who pose as hav ing a monopoly 
on patriotism hav e so much influence that criti­ 
cizing the acts of our officials is checked. 
True patriotism certainly consists In being 
loyal to principles and not being loyal to men. 
George Washington was a true p atriot of p rin­ 
ciples; to freeing the spirit of man from the 
tyranny of officeholders. 
It is v ery easy to set a standard of patriotism 
that makes blindly following a leader patriotic. 
In the long run, howev er, the real thing that will 
benefit all mankind is criticizing those acts that 
are inconsistent with the principles laid down in 
the Ccrmon on the Mount, the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution of the United 
States; that is, that ail men are equally free to 
pursue happiness. 
Any acts of the gov ernment that interfere 
with these principles should be criticized in w ar i beaten three times in 18 months.

sibility only when a sufficient number of indi­ 
v iduals in each of a sufficient num ber of the 
rations is sufficiently surcharged with that sacri­ 
ficial good will which comes only of religion, 
; indeed, which is religion.” 
If we could get people to understand that 
goodwill to all men, of all nations, of all races 
and of all colors was real Christian 
religion, 
then we would be approaching the Christianity 
that Jesus taught. 
The only exception to the Bishops’ statem ent 
is the word “sacrificial”. It is not a sacrifice to 
hav e goodwill to all mankind. Instead of being a 
sacrifice, it is doing exactly what Jesus said 
in M atthew 11:29 --“Take my yoke 
upon you 
and learn of me for I am meek and lowdy in 
heart and you shall find rest unto your souls. 
For my yoke is easy and my burden is light.” 
If that means anything, it means that if peo­ 
ple hav e goodwill to all mankind and respect 
their inherent rights and permit them to use the

ulations gov erning cotton trading 
will be exported to Brazil to make 
a business partnership of the Good 
Neighbor policy. 
Fernando de Almeida Prado, di 
rector of the Bolsa de Mercadorias 
de S. Paulo (Sao Paulo cotton ex­ 
change) and president of the gin- 
ners’ syndicate of the state of Sao 
Paulo, came here on a tour of 
major cotton exchanges to find 
regulations adaptable to the ex­ 
panding cotton trade of Brazil. 
Directors of the Sao Paulo ex­ 
change believ e that an adjustment 
of their exchange practices would 
increase the v olume of trade be­ 
tween the United States and Bra­ 
zil. 
War Restricts Exchanges 
The war brought suspension of 
the Liv erpool exchange, which was 
widely used by Brazilians. 
The 
Bombay exchange has been re­ 
stricted in its operations and the 
two main American markets—New 
York and New Orleans — h a v e 
tended to react more to domestic 
conditions and hence reflect less 
the international cotton price. 
Prado said the Sao Paulo ex­ 
change needed a contract to fill 
needs for hedging Brazilian cotton 
on conditions existing in Brazil. 
He believ ed such a contract would 
promote straddling among 
th e 
v arious markets and would en­ 
courage a liv ely exchange of raw 
materils for the finished prod­ 
ucts. 
Brazil Production Rises 
Brazil now is the fourth world 
producer, ranking after the United 
States, India and Russia.

production jumped from 100.000
